On or abouC tha 16th day of December, 1970, within the 
Eastern District of Now York, tha dofondonta JOSEPH LISI, THOMAS 
LISI and ANTHONY aNNICCHIARICO, did wilfully and unlawfully 
racaira and have in chair possession approximately ona trailar 
truck load of assorted merchandise having a value in excess of one 
hundred dollars ($100.00), which goods had been stolen from the 
care and custody of McGovern Trucking Company, while taovlng as a 
part of and constituting a foreign shipment of freight, from Japan 
to Jersey City, New Jersey, and Hew York, New York, the defendants 
JOSEPH LISI, THOMAS LISI end ANTHONY AlfNICCHLVR ICO, knowing the 
same to have been stolen. (Title 18, United States Code, |f>9 and 
I?))

dollars ($100.00), which goods had been stolen from the care and 
custody of McGovern Trucking Company while moving as a part of 
and constituting a foreign shipment of freight fro^ Japan, to 
Jersey City, hew Jersey, sad New York, New York, the defendants 
JOSEPH LXSI, THOMAS LISI and ANTHONY ANNICCHIARICO, and Henry 
Serraplca and Louis Vellce, named herein as co-conspirators but 
not as defendants, knowing to same to have been stolen.

THE COURTS I'm going to tell you what the law 
is. I want you to follow my instructions. You'll decide 
the facts. I have no view of the guilt or innocence of 
either of these defendants. My only purpose is to see that 
the defendants are tried according to the law and the 
evidence and that you do your duty fairly and properly. 
There were a number of occasions during the trial when I 
ordered same material stricken. Of course, you'll ignore 
that material. Nothing that I said in the course of my 
rulings should indicate my view towards the defendants or 
counsel for either side. The fact that this is a prose¬ 
cution brought in the name of the United States is entitled 
to no weight at all in your deliberations. Everybody is 
equal in this Court and entitled to neither sympathy nor

Aa l*vo already told you, the fact that there la 


an indictment, they're entitled to no weight. It'a merely 
a way of bringing a charge to Court. It*a not evidence 
of anything. Both defendanta have pleaded not guilty. 

That meano that the government haa the burden of proving 
guilty beyond a reaaonable doubt with reapect to every 
element of each of the Crimea. A defendant doean't have tc 
prove his innocence. He doesn't have to submit any 
evidence at all. He ia presumed to be innocent. A 
defendant in a criminal case haa a constitutional right 
not to testify. In this case, the defendants did testify. 
The burden of proof beyond a reasonable doubt lies with 
the government throughout the trial and into your 
deliberations. A reasonable doubt means simply a doubt 
sufficient to cause a prudent person to hesitate to act 
in the most important affairs of his life. 

Obviously, finding a citizen to be guilty of a 
crime and subjecting him to the possibility of punishment 
is a very serious matter. You will consider this factor 
in determining whether or not you have a reasonable doubt. 
If you find you have a reasonable doubt, you should quit. 
If you are convinced beyond a reasonable doubt, you 
should find a defendant guilty and not be swayed by 
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sympathy. The law doss not require certainty because 
those Who were present at the event itself can be certain 
about what happened and even they can be wrong, in this 
case, since a major problem for you is determining the 
state of mind of these defendants, even those who were 
present may have misconstrued. 

Each of these defendants is charged with two 
crimes. You must consider each one of these crimes and 
each defendant's situation separately, in effect, you're 
trying four cases. You can find either of the defendants 
guilty or Innocent with respect to either of two charges 
or counts. You'll have to come in with four verdicts, 
two for one defendant and two for the other defendant and 
guilty or innocent as to each one of those four things. 

You understand that? Four separate charges. That will 
appear during the course of the charge. You'll find I 
used the words willfully and knowingly in this charge. 

A person does not knowingly do an act if his action 
resulted from a mistake, neglect or any other innocent 
reason. An act is willful, if the defendant acts 
voluntarily and intentionally and with the specific intent 


to do something the law forbids 7 that is with a bad pur¬ 
pose to disobey or disregard the law. Here it would be 
with a bad purpose of knowingly possessing stolen goods.

Now, the indictment in this case has certain 



details in it. You need not find that the facts conform 


exactly to the charges so long as they conform substan- 
tially. Count one of the indictment says, "On or about the 
16th day of December, 1970, within the Eastern District 
of New York, the defendants Joseph Lisi and Thomas Lisi 

* 

did willfully and unlawfully receive and have in their 
possession approximately one trailer truck load of sorted 
merchandise having a value in excess of $100," the statute 
draws a line of more or less than $100, "which goods had 
been stolen from the care, and custody of McGovern 
Trucking Company while moving as a part of and constituting 
a foreign shipment of freight from japan to Jersey City, 

New Jersey and New York, New York, the defendant Joseph 
Lisi and Thomas Lisi knowing the same to have been 
stolen." That constitutes a violation of a statute which 
reads in part as follows: "whoever received or has in his 
possession any goods or chattels stolen from United States 
or foreign commerce knowing the same to have been stolen 
is guilty of a crime." These defendants are not charged 
with stealing the merchandise. They are charged with 
possession of stolen goods. Do not speculate about who 
stole the merchandise. That has nothing to do with this 
case. If you analyze the statute and the charge, you'll 
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*® e there are six separate elements that the government 
has to prove beyond a reasonable doubt. First, the goods 
have to be stolen or unlawfully obtained. Now, that is not 
disputed. Two, the value of the goods must be in excess 
of $100. That is not disputed. Third, the taking must 
be from a motor truck. That is not disputed. Fourth, 
the goods must be part of an interstate or foreign ship¬ 
ment when they were stolen. That is not in dispute. 

Fifth, the government must prove that the defendants have 
had the stolen goods in their possession. The law 
recognizes two kinds of possession, actual possession arc 
constructive possession, a person who knowingly had 
direct physical control over a thing at a different time 
is in actual possession of it. This is true even if the 
physical control is only momentary, a person who alone, 
not in actual possession, knowingly has both the power 
and intention at a given time to exercise dominion or 
control over a thing, either directly or through another 
person, is then in constructive possession of it. You can 
find that somebody who had something in his garage was 
in possession of it. Or somebody who could order it in 
or out of the garage had possession of it. He doesn't 

have to physically have it in his pocket or in his own 
car. 
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The law recognizes that possession may be sole 
or joint. One person can have possession of it or more 
than one person can have possession of it; so a truck 
driver can have possession of it. The owner of the truck 
can have possession of it. The person who is unloading 
can have possession of it. A great many people can have 
possession of something at the same time. But to satisfy 
this element, you must find beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the defendant either alone or jointly with others had 
actual or constructive possession of the goods described 
in the indictment. On the evidence, you could find beyond 
a reasonable doubt that each defendant possessed the goods 
in question. How. sixth, this is really the critical 
thing in the case. The defendant must have known at the 
time he had then in his possession that the goods were 
stolen. The mere fact that the goods may have been stolen 
does not make a person guilty if he was unaware that they 
were stolen. But if you find that a defendant knew the 
goods were stolen, there is enough to find that defendant 
guilty even if he didn't know the details or hew they got 
stolen. He doesn't have to know that. All he has to know 
is that they were stolen. These two defendants each 
testified that they did not know that the property in ques¬ 
tion was stolen. One may not willfully and intentionally 
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ramain ignorant of facta matarial and important to hia 
conduct in ordar to escapa baing found guilty. The teat 
ia whether there waa an intention to avoid knowledge or 
to cloaa one's eyes to material and important facte but 
if you don't find actual knowledge, in order to find the 
equivalent of knowledge, you must find from all the 
evidence beyond a reasonable doubt that the defendant — 
I'm talking about each one individually — had a conscious 
purpose to avoid learning that the property in his 
possession was stolen. So, to sum up then, if you find 
that a defendant possessed these godds and if you find 
that they were recently stolen, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
and that they knew that they were stolen beyond a 
reasonable doubt, and that they were Interstate Counerce, 
you could find him guilty. In considering the facts in 
the case, you may consider the fact that they were 
re n—f ly stolen because possession of recently etolen 
goods may be considered by you with other circumstances 
in the case in deciding whether a defendant had the 
requisite knowledge of their being stolen, unless, of 
course, the evidence satisfactorily explains possession 
without knowledge. Now, the other section of the code, 
criminal code that is relevant on this first count is 
Section 2. That reads in pertinent part as follows> 
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"Whoever aide, abets, commands, induces or procures the 
commission of a crime against the United ntates is guilty 
of a violation of that crime itself. under this section, 
the guilt of either defendant may be cstatlished wit-b.ut 
proof that he personally did every act constituting the 
offense charged. It is not necessary that tht aider -*r 
abetter bt present at the actual commission of the crime. 
Every person who willfully participates may be found 
guilty of that offense. Of course, mere presence at the 
scene of a crime is not sufficient to convict one of 
aiding or abetting, what is required is evidence tha*- the 
defendant knowingly associated himself in some way witn 
the criminal venture? that he participated in It -s some¬ 
thing he win had to brinq about; and that he sought by 
his actions to make it succeed. So much 1 or that el: 
charge which is the possession charge, v.'e have to r ir.d 
as to either defendant, guilty or not guilty as to 
possession. 

Now, the second count is the conspiracy count. 

I quote on or about the 16th day of December, 1970, within 
the Eastern bistrlct of New York, the defendants hoaeph 
Lisi an< f ‘ omas l.isi and Anthony Annecchiarico, henry 
Serropicn and Louis J'el ice, named herein 's co-conspirators 
did knowingly and willfully -onspire to commit an o f v»nse

I’ve just told you about# tha possession# by conspiring to 
receive and have in their possession approximately one 
trailer truck load of sorted merchandise having a value 
in excess of $100 which goods had been stolen from the 
care and custody of McGovern Trucking while moving from 
Japan to New jereey and New York# knowing the same to 
have been stolen. Inference of that unlawful conspiracy# 
and for the purpose of effecting the objective thereof# 
the defendants committed the following overt act: “On 
or about the 16th day of December# 1970, between 7:30 a.a. 
and 10:15 a.m.# Anthony Anneechiarico and Henry Serropica 
and Louis Felice did enter the warehouse premises of 
Thomas Lisi and Joseph Lisi at 76 Degraw street, with 
trucks and with the permission of the said Thomas Lisi 
and Joseph Lisi to effect the possession# concealment 
and tranaportation of the stolen goods." Again, the 
details don't have “o be exact. It has to be substan¬ 
tially what happened. 

Now# the section of the statute that’s involved 
reads as follows: "If two or more persons conspire 
to commit any offense against the United States and 
one or more do any act to effect the object of the 
conspiracy# each shall be guilty of a crime." 
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four •laments to this crime. First, obviously, there have 
to be two or more people involved. They have to have an 
•9 r Second, they have to willfully conspire or 
agree. Third, that they haw to conspire to commit an 
unlawful act and fourth, that one of them has to do some- 
thing to bring about what they proposed to do. if you find 
w *s **c such agreement, that is if the government 
k** n t proven the agreement beyond a reasonable doubt, you 
have to find there's no conspiracy existing. The mere 
there were more than one person involved doesn't 
necessarily make a conspiracy. So, you have to find 
whether there was a knowing and willful agreement, in 
order to find such an agreement, it's not necessary that 
the persona charged meet together and enter into an express 
or formal agreement or that they stated orally or in writ¬ 
ing what the scheme was or how it was to be effected, it 
is sufficient to show that they came to a mutual under¬ 
standing to accomplish the unlawful act. The evidence 
in the case must show beyond a reasonable doubt that the 
conspiracy was knowingly formed and that the defendant 
willfully participated in the unlawful plan with the 
intent to further the plan or purpose of the conspiracy. 

You can infer the conspiracy from the circum¬ 
stances and the conduct of the party. Obviously, when you 
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enter into a criminal conspiracy, if a normally done in 
secrecy, if a not done with agreements and notaries of 
public. Nevertheless, don’t allow suspicion to be a 
substitute for evidence. To be a member of the conspiracy, 
the defendant doesn't have to know all about the details. 
Each defendant and member may perform different acts but 

* 

the government must prove beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the defendant was aware of the common purpose, that the 
common purpose was criminal and that the defendant was 
a knowing and willful participant with the intent to 
advance the conspiracy. The third element is that the 
conspiracy was one to commit an> unlawful act. Here it 
would be to receive and possess merchandise stolen in 
Interstate Commerce. The fourth is that there was an 
overt act committed by any member of the conspiracy. It 
doesn't have to be one of the defendants because under 
our law, it's not just enough to agree to do something 
illegal. Somebody has to begin to carry it out. Now, the 
overt act charged is that two of the — three of the co¬ 
conspirators, entered the warehouse on December 16th with 
the permission of the defendants in this case. So much 
for the conspiracy count. , central aspect of your oroblem 
here is obviously going to be to determine the credibility 
of the witnesses to decide who is telling the truth and 
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who ia not. In weighing the testimony, you can consider 
the relationship of the witness to the defendant or to the 
government, the witness' bias, his interest in the outcome 
of the case, his manner while he was testifying as you 
observed it. his candor, credibility, the extent to which 
he's been corroborated or ootttradicted. 

If you believe a witness has sworn falsely with respect 
to a material element in the case, you can disregard 
his testimony completely but you don't have to do that 
because a person can be wrong or can lie about part of 
what he's saying and tell the truth about other parts. 
You're entitled to your own opinions but you should 
exchange views with each other and listen carefully to 
each other and if you think you're wrong and somebody 
else is right, you can change your mind. Remember, you're 
individually responsible for the verdict. That verdict 
must be unanimous. Your oath sums up your duty, that is 
without fear or favor to any person, you will well and 
truly try the issues before these parts before the 
evidence given to you in Court and according to the laws 
as I've just explained them to you. 

Now, the two alternates, I'm going to excuse 
you.

THEFT FRO!I INTERSTATE SHIPMENT - ARMED HIJACKING 

On December 4, 1970, n 1954 Chevrolet truck. New Jersey 
license X Z end a 1970 Highway Trailer, Michigan 
License lOlsGS, were reported hijacked by TERRY DI STASI, 
Paramount Trucking of New Jersey, Trailer contained 
134 cart ns oi’ spools of unfinished wool yarn moving in 
interstate commerce. Driver RAYI10N ROMERO interviewed 
end furnished c ascriptions of two unknown white males 
as hijee era. A search warrant was served on the 
premises located at 76 DcGraw Street on December lG, 1970 
and c.oproximatclv one half of stolen load recovered. 

On February 7 , 1971, Detective ALBEP.TUS, IIYCPD, advised 
that ICC cartons of stolen load recovered from a Ryder 
Rental Truck located at 39th Street and Third Avenue, 
Brooklyn, N w York, Investigation revealed that an 
unknown white male using name DAVID KARP rented truck 
on December 7, 1570 and did not return it, IRVING D, 

KARP, Bayoide, New York, interviewed but denied any 
involvement in theft of load or rental of truck,

TERRY DI STA3I, Owner, Paramount Express of New 
Jersey, 1 3 v/inburn Stroot, Paterson, New Jersey, (tele¬ 
phone 201-274-0070), supplied the following'information: 

DI 3TASI advised that the Paramount truck hijack¬ 
ed on December 4» 1970, while driven bj RAYMOND ROMERO, 
contained 134 largo spools of wool yarn being shipped 
from Kobe, Japan to the Phoenix Dyo Works, Cleveland, Ohio. 
He otntod that the spools, weighing about 115 pounds a 
piece, wore packaged in brown cartons measuring 2 V by 
2*4 by 1*. Tho following markings wero on the cartons: 
T50128IJI (numbers 151 - 2?0) or T50127 (numbers 1 ,* 36 ). 

He advised that these numbers would be positive iden¬ 
tification for tho boxes contalntg the wool spools. 

~ I STACI advised that the wool yarn has a loss 
value of approximately $39,000, but is virtually use¬ 
less to tho average citizon, unless it is dyed and treat¬ 
ed.

driver's license and about V 2^.0J in cash iron liis billfold, 
ho ssia that when they released him* they told him that he 
would be watched for an hour and that he was not to call anybody 
during this time*. jukh.vO said ho waited an hour a na then 
called l«is company. 

KGHiiiO described the hijackers as follows!

Aj-ij-.ii'cJ advised that the trailer wan recovered empty and 
had been processed by the Identification Unit, hew York 
City, hew York Police Department prior to being released 
to its owners.
